FOREWORD 

In  taking  up  the  work  of  propagating  and  growing  ROCK  PLANTS  exclusively 
we  feel  that  we  are  making  history.  To  the  best  of  our  belief  we  are  the  only  nursery 
dealing  solely  in  the  alpines  and  evergreens  for  rock  garden  use.  Our  stock  consists 
of  the  cream  of  our  native  American  plants  supplemented  with  the  finer  varieties  from 
all  points  of  the  European  and  Asiatic  continents.  For  many  years  England,  France, 
Switzerland  and  other  European  nations  were  the  only  countries  wherein  this  most 
fascinating  branch  of  gardening  was  carried  on  to  any  great  extent.  In  recent  years, 
however,  the  American  public — ever  ready  to  recognize  the  beauties  and  charms  of 
Nature — has  taken  to  this,  the  finest  of  all,  forms  of  gardening  At  the  present  time 
we  have  many  well-known  and  authoritative  writers  on  this  absorbing  subject  and  our 
magazines  and  periodicals  devoted  to  gardening  are  giving  prominent  places  in  their 
pages  to  rock  garden  articles. 

There  is  no  difficulty  in  growing  alpines.  The  safest  and  best  rule  is  to  follow 
nature.  We  have  been  experimenting  for  many  years  both  in  Europe  and  here  in  our 
own  United  States  and  we  feel  that  the  species  and  varieties  that  we  have  listed  herein 
■are  those  which  may  be  depended  upon  to  withstand  the  rigors  of  our  variable  climate. 
We  are  giving  concise  cultural  directions  which — if  followed  faithfully — will  undoubtedly 
give  the  very  best  results.  You  will  note  that  each  variety  listed  by  us  is  followed  by 
a numerical  cipher  indicating  the  culture  required. 

CULTURAL  NOTATIONS 

No.  1 — Ordinary  garden  loam,  not  too  rich  but  light  and  well-drained. 

No.  2— Semi-shade — northern  aspect  will  do — porous  soil,  leaf  mold  with  the  addition 
of  a small  quantity  of  loam. 

No.  3 — Marshy  or  bog  plants — moist  situation,  with  spaghnum  or  leaf  mold  with'  some 
loam  and  stone  chips  added.  (If  small  stone  chips  are  not  available,  coarse 
sand  or  gravel  answers.) 

No.  4 — Suitable  for  chinks  or  pockets  in  a stone  wall  or  well-drained  spot  in  rock  garden, 
plain  soil  but  rich  in  humus  (decayed  vegetable  matter). 

No.  5 — Shade — Acid  soil — 34  acid  leaf  mold  (decayed  evergreen  leaves  or  needles)  the 
balance  to  consist  of  equal  quantities  of  sand  and  loam. 

No.  6 — Ordinary  rock  plants — a well-drained  position,  full  exposure  to  the  sun  and  the 
soil  to  consist  of  34  leaf  mold,  34  sand  and  34  loam. 

No.  7 — True  alpine  kinds — sharp  drainage,  soil  to  be  Vz  coarse  sand,  14  loam,  34  leaf 
mold  and  34  coarse  gravel  or  small  stone  chips. 

No.  8 — No  lime,  cultivate  in  spaghnum  or  leaf  mold  in  a moist  position,  with  good 
drainage. 

The  foregoing  brief  but  very  complete  cultural  directions  are  the  results  of  our 
own  very  careful  experimenting  and  study.  To  further  explain  these  directions  we  will 
take  for  an  example: 

CYPRIPEDIUM  grandiflorum — culture  calls  for  No.  2. 

Referring  to  the  cultural  directions  you  will  find  that  No.  2 calls  for  “semi-Shade 
— northern  aspect  will  do — porous  soil,  leaf  mold  with  the  addition  of  a small  quantity 
of  loam.”  Carefully  following  these  explicit  directions  success  is  assured.  Again  re- 
ferring to: 

ANDROSACE  lactea — culture  calls  for  No.  7. 

No.  7 calls  for  “True  alpine  kinds — sharp  drainage,  soil  to  be  34  sand,  34  loam, 
34  leaf  mold  and  34  coarse  gravel  or  small  stone  chips.”  Given  these  necessary  re- 
quirements ANDROSACE  LACTEA  will  surely  give  the  satisfaction  expected  of  it. 

Again  we  repeat  that  the  great  secret  for  success  in  rock  gardening — as  in  all  other 
branches  of  this  fascinating  recreation — lies  in  giving  the  plants  WHAT  THEY  HAVE 
HAD  IN  THEIR  NATIVE  HAUNTS  or  as  near  thereto  as  is  possible.  In  other 
words  follow  Nature  carefully.
